h, yes- Christmas was presents, a wondrous tree with tinsel by 
the yard, the pungent scent of fir and pine, Delia, the cook, red 
and beaming, full of mystery and meltingly good cookies, my 
mother sparkling in an aura of happy confusion. Christmas was also 
snow and stamping horses and sleigh bells, small and tinkling. But 
more than all of these things together, Christmas was Papa. At Christ- 
mastime all else became as paper on the wall; nice paper may be, but 


purely background against which the vitality of my father stood out 


Papa had a brilliant mind and imagination, extravagant generosity, 
tireless energy, and great curiosity, but I believe that it was hi 
sense of wonder, his pure love of living and of all life that drew 
people to him like a magnet and had us children trailing him around 
the house like shadows. Being the youngest by several years, I 


seemed to have a special place in his affections—or thought I did. 


If I promised not to speak or move, he would let me sit in the cor- 
ner of the darkroom while he developed pictures. In the dim red 
glow I watched with awe how skillfully his hands moved, and how 
knowingly. I followed him in the garden—even in the rain. “Just 
what the corn needs today,” he would say. I followed him in the 
unlight—-and we paused to admire a swallow-tailed butterfly on 
his favorite rose. Proudly, I held the wax for him while he grafted 


a newly discovered kind of peach onto his very special peach tree. 


Papa brought wonder all through the year, but at Christmas wonde 
rolled through our household like a great wave. Now, when street 
grow icy white and stores fill with people, when lights shine from 


attics to crown suburban evergreens, | begin remembering 


One special Christmas stands out above all others. It began on Christ- 
mas Eve, which was for me, aged seven, an occasion. It was time to 
meet my father’s train at the Spuyten Duyvil station in New York 
City. Delia was helping me on with my red leather boots. I couldn't 
stand still for excitement, and Delia was patiently trying to buttor 
my gray squirrel coat. Just then, Katie, the maid, came downstairs, 
breathless, to announce that my sisters were not going to the station 
and I was to go alone—a rare treat. I would sit up on the box with 
William and hold the loose reins at the end beyond which his capable 
hands held them taut. And then I heard the sleigh bells. William

large because there would be packages. The horses, eager to 
go, pranced in the snow, tinkling the bells while William’s 
steadying voice calmed the animals. Up the hill we started, 
the horses panting and pulling, their steamy breath floating 
off into the night. Once outside our gate, they broke into a 
trot; soon the snow was flying and brushing little pinpoints 
of ice against my face, all of which added to my excitement 
As we slid over the packed snow, bells ajingle, horses steam- 
ing, I held the buckle of the reins tightly inside my muff 
This was true adventure. | looked up at the sky.

What would my father bring this year? Each year it was 
something more wondrous than the year before. There was 
the Christmas of the doll house, taller than I, and complete 
down to tiny books on bookshelves, silverware, Quimper 
china, and napkin rings on the table, even green velvet 
curtains on brass rings, just like those on our library doo 
way. There was the vear of the doll, again larger than I, with

drama of the occasion. Perhaps four feet, maybe only two 

and one year, six; this was the best of all. Evergreen laurel 
roping, in the days when it was not in the markets, came 
to us from the South in huge boxes—-all part of my father’s 
compliment to those he loved. But this Christmas I was not 
thinking of these things. I did not analyze my father nor 
explain him. He was the most exciting person in my life,

William slowed the horses to go down the steep hill to the 
station. A few other sleighs stood visible in the flickering 
lanterns. Other horses steamed as their drivers tossed blan- 
kets over them. Some stood heads down, waiting patiently 
Here and there a driver was swinging his arms to keep warm. 
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rhe train whistle stirred the waiting group into activity 
Blankets were folded, lamps turned up, and snow brushed 
aside. People climbed down from the train, all with packages, 
but my heart sank. Where was my father? Quickly my heart 
lifted again when I saw him way down at the end of the plat- 
form. The train man and conductor were both helping him 
They piled his mountain of packages on the platform, and the 
train took off Papa seized me in his arms, gave me a hug ind 
set me up on the box in front, then jumped up beside me and 
took the reins.

touch; prickles of excitement cruised up and down my spine, 


Papa always shopped the afternoon before Christma He 
said no one else went then and he had the stores to himself 
As we wound our way along the river road to our house, 
I tried to guess what those boxes contained, but little did I 
know at the time how he had come by them. Now and then 


my father would look down at me, his eyes full of secrets 


lhe house was a hubbub. My three older sisters were knee- 
deep in rustling white tissue paper and red ribbon, humming 
with whispers. Delia was rattling the dumb-waiter cord. That 
meant dinner. The smell of roast beef and Yorkshire pudding 
drifted up trom the basement kitchen. I suddenly realized 
that I had never been as hungry as | was right that moment 
That evening was a happy blur of Christmas stories, tinsel, 
large and sticky popcorn balls, my father nailing laurel 
around doors and windows, and great wreaths. He never 
bought wreaths. The best of them were not half large enough 
to please him, so he always made ours, and we children 
helped. Our house was rapidly turning into fairyland, a fairy- 
land with a pungent smell of live and growing greenery 
Carols came next, with my mother’s clear, true soprano 
voice leading us. My father sang with great verve, com- 
pletely oblivious to the fact that he was quite off key. And 
we four joined in with plenty of enthusiasm, if not always with 


true pitch. After stockings were hung, I was sent up to bed. 


Christmas morning, before daylight, we awakened to the 
sound of reindeer on the roof. The roof was very steep, and 
in later years I often wondered how Papa managed it. At the

Jfun-to-make 
holiday 
decorations 


Whoever thought of making wonderfully wacky decorations with 


macaroni, pots and pans, scouring pads, ice cream cones, 
bottle tops, and coat hangers? We did—16 pages of them, 
and they’re all beautiful! Tripping a captivating path from 


table trees to fireplace garlands to front-door festoons, 

they require little by way of tools except an eye for instructions, 

a modicum of patience, a pair of sharp scissors, and 

a fat pot of glue. Once you've studied our primer, pick 

your favorites and fall to—remembering that a Christmas house 
is always more interesting if the decorator establishes 

a motif in color or form and lets it echo from room to room

Not the littlest but indeed the prettiest paper angel around 


begins with a cone made of shelf paper or heavy foil in 
either pastel or brilliant colors (a). Two fluted paper 
cupcake holders, one inside the other, form the head (b). Draw 
the face and staple the head onto the cone; then glue a fake 
jewel at the throat. Cut the wings out of paper in the 
pattern indicated (c), and fold the bottom over, securing 
the fold with glue and another fake jewel. Attach the wings 
to the cone with glue. Just as they are, angels can be 
grouped on the mantel or at the window; with a pipe cleaner 
looped and glued on the back, they can be gathered 
together for a spray, hung from a round piece of heavy 
wire for a mobile, secured to a wreath, and placed, 

not just classically at the top, but all over the tree 
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The bird and the star pictured above combine for soaring and 
magical decorations. Star is made of cellophane drinking straws, 
bent almost in half, brought together, and secured with string 
or wire (a). Bird begins with two pieces of cardboard and 

three pieces of ribbon, all 1” wide and 12” long. Stack them 
together, with one piece of cardboard on the bottom, then two 
ribbons atop the cardboard, then another piece of cardboard, and 
finally the third ribbon on the top; staple at one end 

for the beak. Bend the top piece of cardboard for the head (b). 
Spread other three pieces to fill in the face and body, then 
staple neck and tail portion (c). For the tail itself, attach 

two or three straws, bent almost in half. Wings are cut 

from shelf paper (d) and glued or stapled to the underside of 
the top piece of cardboard. With wire attached, birds 

and stars can fly about the mantel, nestle in a wreath, hang 








from a most logical mobile, combine with evergreens 
as a window spray, or sparkle brightly on a table tree 











Paper hats swinging jauntily from almost any 
spot in the house can be reminders of the 
days when making the hats seemed the most 
logical way to use copybook paper. The more 
sophisticated versions on this page were 
constructed of bright and colorful wrapping 
paper of various sizes, a bow to the 

season. Solely as a reminder, to make the 
hats, fold a piece of the wrapping paper 

in half (a). Bend down the sides so 

that the two upper corners meet; then smooth 
out the edges (b). Finally, fold up the 

paper at the bottom—one to a side— 

for a brim (c). Use the same process to 

fold again for a more intricate hat. You 

can sprinkle glitter on the hats and 

trim them with bits from old hats—feathers, 
ribbon cascades, berries, bows—anything 
available. Thread a string through the top, 
and they’re ready to ornament trees, wreaths, 
and garlands. Attach them to ribbon and 
hang in a window or dangle from

Glitter from a scouring pad 


All that glitters on the gala tabie tree 
at left is gold—gold mesh scouring 
pads, to be exact, straight from the 

kitchen. To elevate the pads from their 
usual mundane position, unravel them 
almost completely until you have long 
springy threads. Wind these threads 
loosely around a pint-sized artificial 
table tree—in and out, ap, down, 

and around the tree. For special effects, 
such as loops and swirls, you'll find 

that the mesh pads are pliable and hook 
to themselves and each other as well as 
to the tree. After the gold threads 

are on, you may want to spray the tree’s 
stand gold and glue bits of colored glass 
to its top. Finally, add to the 

over-all brightness with small candy canes, 
tiny gift boxes, candles, and ornaments 


Gum drops galore 


Looking for all the world like a delicious 
totem pole, the gum drop tree is a 
delightful way to greet holiday guests. 
Begin with two triangles (a), about 

18” high and 7” across the base, cut out 
of corrugated cardboard, and a circle 





with, roughly, a 7” circumference (b). 
Cut one triangle straight down the 
middle, from tip to base. Glue the two

line in diagram a). Separate the sides from the bottom all 

the way from the cut to that line. Next, cut a piece of wallboard 
(or heavy cardboard) the length of the midline and the height 

of the hatbox. Stand the board up on the midline, then fold up 
the bottom of the hatbox and the separated sides over it and 
tack it all together (b). Cut away any part of the hatbox that 
shows above the board. You will have a box round in the 

front and flat in the back (so that it can be attached to a door).

Nor do they have to; with beat- 
ers, refrigerators, and freezers, doughs can be made in advance 
and refrigerated; cookies can be baked early in the month and 
frozen until needed. The work can be spread out and divided, 
and in the end, only an afternoon and evening are needed for 
baking the fragile ones and packing the gifts. And these few 
hours are well spent, as they perfume the house with the lovely 
smell of baking that should usher in each Christmas season 
When cookies are planned for tree decorations, they can be 
baked with a little loop of colored twine pressed into the dough 
or they can be tied to the tree with ribbons. Pretzels, rings, and 
wreaths can be strung in chains, meringue cookies can be strung 
with a needle and heavy thread. Vanilla horns, suvaroffs, mirli- 
tons, and similar delicacies have to be put into cornucopias ot 
little bags or boxes, since many if not most of them would break 
in the process of being tied to the tree.
